"We have 
a large number of tall trees on the 

lawn, and in course of time these 

trees became the roosting place al 
certain times of the year for hun- 
dreds of thousands of blackbirds. 
They came in great black clouds, 
ami in spite of till 1 could do, they 
refused to leave Of course, they 
were a great nuisance, and I was 
in despair as to some moans Of get- 
ting clear of them. I stood for days 
with my gun tiring into them of an 
evening and killing hundreds of 

them, but the rest did not seem lo 
Llffioiently struck by fear or 
grief to want to part company with 
me and my hospitality. I thou 
devised a new scheme. 

"Procuring a number of Roman 

candles one evening, I lighted them 

one by by one after dark, when, the 
boughs of the trees were bent low 

with the weight of the croaking 

birds, 1 poured the candles into the 
lops of the trees tit a great rate. 
The sudden innovation startled the 
hiids as nothing had ever done be- 
fore, ami they btcamepauic st 
(>n. Thai nigh I 1 was free of them. 
" The next evening, however, the 
habit of returning there lo roost 
r than fear, and they 
coming in bj thousands as 
the evening approached.

"This was a long time ago, but 
never since Hie last Roman candle 
was tired into them has one of 
those birds settled on one of my 
trees. They are 'tabooed' as ef- 
fectually as though they were on 
lire. The groat clouds of birds 
each morning and evening fly 
directly over my trees, going and 
coining, but not a bird settles upon 
a tree that is on my side of the 
dividing fence. 

" Another strange thing is that 
if any one of an evening stands in 
my lawn and makes a slight noise 
;is slapping his hands, there will bo 
the wildest commotion among the 
birds in the neighboring trees. 
They become restless, and almost 
panic stricken. If, however, the 
same person crosses the fence and 
stands directly under them and 
makes twice as much noise, they 
pay no attention whatever to 

him. lie can oven shoot up 
into them without driving them 
from their perches. 

" I have wondered several times 
just what impression those birds 
have of me and my property, that 
they have SO decidedly given me 
the cold shoulder. They know 
every tree that is on my lawn, and 
will settle by thousands on the 
other side of the fence within a few 
teet of the dividing lino. Of 
course. T have not bothered them 
o\er there, as they wore not my 
guests." — Indianapolis Sentinel.

In none of the many human- 
itarian institutions adorning our 
great cities is a better work being 
done for a peculiarly afflicted por- 
tion of the human race, than in the 
Homes for the training ami educa- 
tion of the deaf and dumb, 
than a century SgO, such an afflic- 
tion was regarded as practically 
irremediable and incapable of sub- 
stanial mitigation ; but now. owing 
to the many advantages that have 
resulted from scientific and philan- 
thropic Investigation, and Improved 
methods of Ins' ruction, the lot of 
the sufferer has been wonderfully 
brightened. He is do longer isolat- 
ed from the rest of mankind by his 
affliction, but he can enter with 
/est and intelligence into almost all 
the affairs of life, its joys and re- 
sponsibilities. 

Seventy six years ago, the New 
York Institution for the Instruct ion 
of the Deaf and Dumb was opened, 
and every year has witnessed a 
gradual extension of the work. 
Several years earlier, Kev. Thus. 
H. Gallaudet had introduced in the 
American Asylum at Hartford, 
Conn., the French system of educa- 
tion for the Deaf and Dumb. lion. 
DeWitt Clinton, afterward Covenor 
of the Empire State, was the firsl 

President of the New York institu- 
tion. In ISIS, the incorporators 
met and appointed as teacher, the 
Kev. Abraham 0. Stanslmry, in- 
stalling him in a room in the old 
almshouse in City Hall Park, where 
he began his labors with four bright 
little deaf-mule children as pupils. 
One of these then a girl of eight 
and now an aged woman of eighty- 
live was present on the occasion 
Of the celebration of the seventy 
fifth anniversay of the Institution 
on May 16,1893 -the only surviv- 
ing link connecting the past and 

the present. She has been a teach- 
er in the Institution and for many 

years was the matron of the Illinois 
State Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb. 

The Hartford Institution has al- 
ways been looked upon as the leader 
in the cause of deaf -mute education, 
and from the begining has set a 
splendid example, selecting for 
teachers thoroughly able and educat- 
ed men, and establishing a higfl 
educational standard. Among the 
famous instructors in Hartford have 
been Lewis Weld, William W. 

Turner, Harvey O. Feet, P. A. P. 

Barnard. David P.. Bartlett. Collins 
Stone, and Samuel Porter. Hart- 
ford's example, being widely -fol- 
lowed, has been the means of rais- 

Ing the deaf-mute schools of this 

country to the highest rank. The 
New York Institution owes its ori- 
gin to tins same fountain-head, for 

from Hartford came Stanbnry and 
Peet to New York, and their suc- 
cessive labors have made the me- 
tropolitan institution the largesl 
and one of the most famous in the 
world. 

Dr. K. M. Gallaudet, President 

of the National Deaf -Mute College 

at Washington, had his first ex 
perience at Hartford, and so also 
had the conductors of similar insti- 
tutions in Kentucky, Virginia, 

Ohio, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Kan- 

nid elsewhere. Kev. Thomas 

Oallaudet, Principal of the 

Hartford Institution, was the lirst 

to conclave the idea of holding re- 
ligious services in the deaf-mute 
sign language, and it may thus be 
claimed that in Hartford tin 
pel was first taught clearly and In- 
telligently to the deaf-nni! 
America. It is now taught to them 
in that language all over the 
country, and it is claimed b\ ex- 
perts that the emotions and senti- 
ments can be more delicately ami 
eloquently conveyed by the sign 
languaire than if spoken with the 
lips. This sie;n language, which 
has been one of the most effect ive 
Instrumentalities in humane and 
Christian work among these afflict- 
ed ones, is known as the Gallaudet 

system, and by its use the deaf- 
mute can give absolutely full ex- 
iiu to his ideas intelligently 
to others. It is now used among 
deaf unites here and in Pun 
and was the invention of Abbe 
1'Kpee, founder of the first institu- 
tion for their education. It is said 
fo have been - d to him by 

observing the pantomimic gestt 

of the Parisian street gamins. The 

system has been popularized both 
here and abroad by the Kev. Dr. 

Thomas Gallaudet, whose father 

did much to brine- it to perfection. 
Dr. Gallaudet Is the founder and 
executive officer of the Oallnudot 



Home for Deaf-mutes nearPough- 
keepsie, a charity which shelters 
about thirty aged deaf-mutes, all 
more or less educated in the sign- 
language. There is an affinity be- 
tween this natural Blgn-language 
and the dumb pantomime employed 
by the Indians, and by savage races 
generally as a substitude for speech 
when the latter cannot be used as a 
means of communication. Com- 
prising hundreds of different ges- 
tures of hands, head, body, eyes, 
and lips, this sign language is cap- 
able of expressing almost every 
emotion, fact or idea. ".Alan" is 
indicated by touching the head, as 
though lifting the cap; " will see" 
by waving the open right hand 
from the right ear to the eyes, to 
which the extended lingers point ; 
"imagine" by touching the fore- 
head vyith the forefinger and bring 
the hand forward in a curve; " re- 
member" by raising the face and 
resting the closed hand on the fore- 
head; "think" by leaning the head 
to one side and resting it upon the 
knuckles; "forget" by clasping the 
forehead and suddenly removing 
the hand backward,' with the 
thumb pointing over the shoulder. 
And so oa, through the range of 
expressions. 

One of the most important con- 
siderations in connection with the 
conduct of the Deaf .Mute Institu- 
tion, is the religious training of the 
large numbers of young pupils. It 
is absolutely nnsectarian. As a 
rule, the pupils come to the Institu- 
tion not only totally ignorant of any- 
spoken language, but with minds 
blank as far as any conception of a 
Deity or of their own moral obliga- 
tions is concerned. They are really 
in greater spiritual darkness than 
the heathen, but under the present 
advanced system of deaf-mute edu- 
cation and by attending daily wor- 
ship in chapel and receiving special 
instructions in class-rooms, their 
minds arc gradually opened and 
they begin to realize that they have 
a Father in heaven, and a Saviour 
who came to earth to save souls 
and to set an example of what man, 
in his right nature, ought to be. 
They also learn the great truth of 
the Atonement and its significance. 
These truth are conveyed to their 
minds by a series of simple lessons, 
which tell of God, of his attributes, 
of heaven, of the soul, and of the 
Saviour and his life on earth. The 
mind of the deaf-mute thinks in 
pictures, and when he tries to ex- 
press himself, hi' makes pictures in 

the air and acts what he sei b. Theee 
originally crude signs have now 
grown into a language so complete 
that it is claimed that even abstact 
idi a can be expressed by gestures. 
There is no more beautiful siejil 
than to look upon a group of these 
silent men in process of being in- 
structed. Their proficiency is 
astonishing, and in many studies 
their affliction does not seem to 
operate ns a barrier to progr. 
anymaterial extent. Theiraptitude 

in grasping either secular or religi- 
ons ideas is surprising. One 
young lad recently wrote this on a 
typewriter: "Before I came here 
I knew nothing about God, Now 
I know he is my Father in heaven, 
and good and kind. I love my 
Saviour, .lesus Christ the Son of 
God. lie died on the Cross for us 
all. I repented of my sins and 
trust he has forgiven them."' 

In 1893, Dr. Isaac Devvis Peet. 
after nearly forty-seven yeare of 
devoted service, retired from the 
active supervision of the education- 
al department and became Princi- 
pal Emeritus, On his retirement, 
in that year, the educational and 
administrative departmenas were 
united under the control of the 
new Principal, Mr. Enoch Henry 
Currier, who had already been 
connected with the Institution for 
twenty-one years, and was thorough- 
ly familial with every branch of its 
work. Under Mr. Currier's able 
and progressive management, the 
Institution has made excellent 
progress. Tin re are twenty teach- 
ers and the combined or eclectic 
method of instruction is used in 
which the most careful attention is 
given to articulation as well as 
other well-tried forms of instruc- 
tion. Manual training or Indus- 
trial education has been a feature 
of the Institution for over sixty 
. and in recent years has been 
greatly expanded. In this depart 
meiit print e-making, carpen- 

tering, oabinetmaking, tailoring, 
gardening, typewriting, baking, 
dressmaking, plain sewing, and 
various other callings are taught to 
the rnipils. the financial result of 
their labor being added to the re- 
sources of the Institution. A 
part of the educational system of 

the state, the Institution is allowed 
for each pupil's board, lodging and 
tuition In tie eouis> of 

training at the Institution, c. 
known instrument or aid which is of 
nowledge value is employed, 
and lip-reading and articulation 
are taught to all. Whenever there 
Is even a remnant of hearing left. 
lucated. The 
course of study is equivalent to 
that followed in t he common schools 
and academies of the State.
